French troops are advancing 
through the outskirts of Strasbourg 
against light German resistance, says 


Reuter. 


They entered Strasbourg after a 
20 miles dash along the historic 
route through the Saverne “ Gap,” 
thrusting over the Rhine plain at 
roughly a mile an hour after the 
capture of Saverne itself 24 hours 
earlier. 


Strasbourg is a great rail and road 
iunction on the west bank of the 
Rhine. It faces the German town 
of Kehl, and the Rhine is spanned 
by a great suspension bridge. Roads 
and the railway cross the river from 
Strasbourg. The main bridge has 
never been reported destroyed. The 
city is 70 miles north of Basle. 

Strasbourg was once a powerful 
Maginot Line fortress, but it is not 
known if the Germans have turned 
the defences to ward off the threat 
from the west. 

To the south, along the Rhine 
west bank, armoured elements of the 
French Ist Army are reported to be 
four miles beyond Mulhouse. Driving 
down the Rhine valley, they are 
stated to have reached Battenheim.

Germany’s West 
Wall in Danger 


HISTORICALLY and physically, 
the Rhine constitutes the Ger- 
man frontier to the west, writes our 
Military Correspondent. While the 
Rhineland and the Saar Basin are 
essentially German, their sacrifice 
would not be counted as in vain 
if the German armies could stand 
securely on the Rhine. With its 
crossing, the military advantage 


achieved by the Allies would prob- ; 


ably be outweighed by the effect 
such an event would have upon 
German morale, military and civil. 

More than a military barrier, the 
Rhine, in che minds of the German 
people, is the true west wall of 
Germany. ; 

With this in mind, the focal ser 
of the offensive becomes the Upper 
Rhine, where the capture of Mul- 
house by the French has been 
followed by a weakening of the 
German positions round Metz and 
Sarrebourg, thus opening a way for 
the Allies to advance towards 
Strasbourg and clear the Plain of 
Alsace. 

As it may be assumed that the 
Allied offensive in the Rhineland 
is engaging the majority of the Ger- 
man forces in the west, the possi- 
bility now opens to the Allies of 
exploiting the sition on the 
Upper Rhine by the development of 
superior forces along the river suffi- 
cient to establish bridgeheads, and 
thus to drive down tod Karlsriihe 
and so into Germany proper. 
Should this occur, the line of the 
Rhine will definitely have been 
broken.

Reuter’s Special Correspondent 
in Moscow cabled that the Red 
Army yesterday opened the battle 
for the Hatvan-Budapest highway,

battle raging for Hatvan itself has 
developed into a slogging match in 
the mud, with Soviet infantry plod- 
ding through fields churned into 
quagmires.

Land Bill Defeated in Senate 
By Four Votes 


THE second reading of the Land 
Bill, 1944, a private measure 
introduced in the Senate on Wed- 
nesday by Mr. G. Sweetman, was 
defeated on a division last night, 
by 24 votes to 20, and the House 
adjourned until December 6th. . 

When the debate was resumed 
yesterday, Mr. J. J. McGEE said 
that, in any democratic country, 
when land had to be acquired, the 
market, yalue of it should be ob- 
tained in any court. 

Mr. P. BAXTER said that the 
situation to-day was that, in the 
larger farms throughout the country, 
the possibility of development and 
improvement was hampered by 
doubts as to whether the land was 
going to be left in the possession 
of the owners, and whether, if it 
was taken for sub-division, tbe 
tag would get full market value 
or it. 

Mr. T. C. KINGSMILL MOORE, 
S.C., said that, under the 1923 Act, 
the landlords got about three- 


quarters of the actual value of the 


lands taken from them. Owing to 
an unfortunately-worded phrase in 
the 1923 Act, the value to the Land 
Commission of the land to be taken 
was to be paramount in the case of 
land being taken over which had 
been vested under any of the earlier 
Land Acts. This meant that land 
which might be particularly suited 
to one type of farming, and 
might have been devetinel 
over many mu for that purpose 
was now valued by the Land Com- 
mission for an entirely. different 
purpose and paid for accordingly. 
This did not apply to land distri- 
buted under the 1923 Act, for which 
full value was paid. 

It might be that the Land Com- 
mission had not sufficient money at 
their immediate disposal to carry out 
the programme they had before 
them, but 5 should not take 
credit for a policy of social justice 
at the expense of isolated individuals 
who had no say in the matter, and 
who were being victimised in order 
that it might not appear that the 
cost of pursuing this policy was as 
great as it was. 

J. JOHNSTON | said 
that to take land from anyone, no 
mattef to what section he belonged, 
at less than its market value, was 
robbery, whether it was legal or not.

“ As things are to-day,” he said, 
“any organisation of employers ig 
this country will tend towards 
stabilising prices, interfering in the 
establishment of new industries, and 
pm trade unions at the expense 
of the people. The trade unions, as 
organised at present, have no 
realisation of the problems facing 
industry as long as they can get a 
lift as regards less production, 
higher wages and shorter hours. 

“ The overnment departments 
have found they cannot make plain 
their plans for the establishment of 
new industries. because, if they do, 
interested parties will frustrate their 
plans by buying up enormous stocks 
or taking other action that will 
make those plans abortive.”

Effects of Lightning on 
Electrical Lines 


Reading a paper entitled “ Simple 
Wave Treatment of Some Electrical 
Phenomena” to the Institute of 
Electrical Engineers in Trinity
